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UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY - OPENS 28TH SESSION 
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GA, OPENING 28TH SESSION SEPT. 18, ADMITTED TWO GERMAN 
STATES AND BAHAMAS TO UN MEMBERSHIP WITHOUT VOTE AFTER ISRAEL 
ANNOUNCED OPPOSITION TO SEATING GDR AND GUINEA EXPRESSED 
RESERVATIONS ABOUT ADMISSION FRG; ELECTED BENITES (ECUADOR) 
PRESIDENT WITHOUT OBJECTION; AND AGREED FOLLOWING WILL MAKE UP 
CREDENTIALS COMITE: CHINA, GREECE, JAPAN, NICARAGUA, 

SENEGAL, USSR, TANZANIA, US AND URUGUAY. EGYPT AND SAUDI 
ARABIA SPOKE IN CONNECTION WITH PROCEDURE FOR ADMITTING TWO 
GERMAN STATES. ADMISSION OF THREE NEW STATES, BRINGING UN 
MEMBERSHIP TO 135, WAS WELCOMED BY REPS USSR, YUGOSLAVIA 
AND US. ADDITIONAL STATEMENTS BY 21 DELS ARE SCHEDULED WHEN 
GA RECONVENES SEPT. 19. 

WITHOUT OBJECTION GA AGREED ALLOW BOLIVIA, CAR, GUINEA AND 
PARAGUAY, EVEN THOUGH THEY ARE TWO YEARS IN ARREARS IN PAYMENT 
OF THEIR CONTRIBUTIONS TO REGULAR UN BUDGET, TO VOTE DURING 
BRIEF PERIOD REQUIRED FOR FUNDS TO REACH SYG. ALL FOUR 
INFORMED SYG THEIR REMITTANCES WERE ON WAY. 

AT OUTSET, 27TH GA PRES TREPCZYNSKI (POLAND), BRIEFLY 
REVIEWING WORLD SITUATION, SAID "POLITICS OF PEACEFUL 
COEXISTENCE BECOMING MORE AND MORE GENERALLY RULE GOVERNING 
RELATIONS BETWEEN STATES WITH DIFFERENT SOCIAL SYSTEMS." 

NEVER BEFORE HAD HOPES FOR "ABIDING PEACE AND SECURITY IN 
WORLD" BEEN SO REAL AND CHANCES SO GREAT. HOWEVER, HE 
URGED THAT MEMBERS OF ME CONFLICT AND WAR, WHICH ARE NOW 
GREATEST PERIL, BE PUT OUT. IN ASIA, PROSPECTS OF PEACE 
WERE LOOMING LARGER, AFRICA "DOGGEDLY CASTING OFF RELICS OF 
COLINIAL PAST." AND IN LA PROGRESSIVE TRANSFORMATIONS 
ACCELERATING DEVELOPMENT DESPITE DIFFICULT STRUGGLE AGAINST 
"RETROGRADE FORCES." IN EUROPE, CSCE IN EFFECT SPELT END 
OF POST-WAR PERIOD. AMONG OTHER THINGS, HE CALLED FOR 
GRAPPLING WITH DISCRIMINATORY PRACTICES IN INTERNATIONAL 
TRADE AND FIELD OF ECONOMIC COOPERATION. 

IN SECRET BALLOT FOR PRESIDENCY, BENITES RECEIVED 129 VOTES 
AND AMERASINGHE (SRI LANKA) ONE VOTE.

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- GA PRESIDENT'S STATEMENT - 

BENITES WELCOMED ADMISSION OF NEW MEMBERS AND BEGINNING 
OF "TRUE STAGE OF UNIVERSALITY," ADDING "IN ORDER TO ACHIEVE 
FULL UNIVERSALITY UN MUST MAKE EVERY EFFORT AND APPLY 
ALL NECESSARY MEASURES TO ASSIST COLONIAL COUNTRIES AND 
PEOPLES." HE HOPED CHANGE GENERATED BY THIS GA WOULD DELETE 
CHARTER REFERENCES TO "ENEMY STATES." HE REFERRED TO 101 
ARMED CONFLICTS SINCE UN ESTABLISHED, CONTINUED NUCLEAR 
TESTING, "IMPERIAL ARROGANCE" WHICH ARGUED NEED "TO IMPOSE 
PEACE THROUGH FEAR," AND USE OF VETO. HE SAID IT WAS MORALLY 
INADMISSIBLE FOR POWERFUL STATES TO SUPPORT PRIVATE COMPANIES 
IN THEIR PILLAGING OF WEALTH OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 
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IN VIEW OF "TENDENCY TO SUBJECT WORLD TO DOMINANT SPHERES 
OF INFLUENCE AND UNDERRATE POWERS OF GA," IT WAS NECESSARY 
TO STRENGTHEN GA AS ORGAN OF INTERNATIONAL PUBLIC OPINION. 

HE ALSO CALLED FOR STRENGTHENING ECOSOC. HE THOUGHT GA 
RESES AND DECLARATIONS HAD BINDING FORCE AND WARNED THAT 
IDEA OF WEIGHTED VOTING "COULD SPELL FINAL DEFEAT" OF 
UN. OURS IS AGE OF TRANSITION FROM ERA BEGINNING WITH INDUSTRIAL 
REVOLUTION TO PERIOD OF "ECONOMIC INTEGRATION OF FREE 
PEOPLES IN INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY, INCREASING ADVANCEMENT 
OF MAN AS SOCIAL BEING AND CHANGE OF CONCEPT OF SOVEREIGNTY 
AS POWER TO THAT OF SOVEREIGNTY AS FUNCTION," BENITES 
STATED, CALLING FOR STRENGTHENING MORAL FORCE OF MANKIND 
WHICH GA REPRESENTS. 

- ADMISSION NEW MEMBERS - 

ON POINT OF ORDER, TEKOAH (ISRAEL) SAID FRG RECOGNIZED ITS 
HEAVY RESPONSIBILITY BUT OTHER GERMAN STATE CONTINUED IGNORE 
GERMANY'S MORAL OBLIGATIONS ARISING FROM NAZI HOLOCAUST 
AND EVEN SUPPORTED AND ASSISTED CAMPAIGN OF VIOLENCE AND MURDER 
WAGED AGAINST ISRAEL AND JEWISH PEOPLE BY ARAB TERROR 
ORGANIZATIONS. HE REGRETTED SPONSORS OBJECTED TO SEPARATE 
VOTE ON GDR ADMISSION AND, IN CIRCUMSTANCES, ISRAEL WAS NOT 
PRESSING FOR IT, BUT IF SUCH VOTE HAD BEEN TAKEN ISRAEL WOULD 
HAVE VOTED AGAINST ADMISSION GDR. 

CISSE (GUINEA) SUPPORTED GDR BUT HAD "FIRM RESERVATION" ABOUT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ADMISSION OF FRG, WHOSE WEAPONS HAD BEEN USED AGAINST PEOPLE 
OF GUINEA (BISSAU), ANGOLA AND MOZAMBIQUE. MEGUID (EGYPT) 

STATED ISRAEL VIOLATED CHARTER AND VARIOUS HUMAN RIGHTS AND 

IT, TOO, HAD OBLIGATIONS. BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) ALS 

SPOKE. 

PRES BENITES NOTED NO DEL ASKED FOR SEPARATE VOTE; THUS, 
STATEMENTS BY ISRAEL, GUINEA, EGYPT AND SAUDI ARABIA HAD 
BEEN DULY RECORDED. HE WELCOMED THREE NEW MEMBERS AFTER 
THERE WAS NO OBJECTION TO SC RES PROPOSING 
ADMISSION OF TWO GERMANYS NOR TO ADMISSION OF BAHAMAS. 

SOV REP MALIK STATED JUSTICE TRIUMPHED AND ADMISSION OF GDR 
WAS STEP TOWARD STRENGTHENING INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY. 
HE THOUGHT FRG WOULD MAKE SUBSTANTIAL CONTRIBUTION IN FIELD

SITUATIONS COULD BE SOLVED BY PATIENT NEGOTIATIONS, AND 
POLICIES PURSUED BY FRG LAID GROUNDWORK FOR CURRENT EVENT. 
HE NOTED GDR DECLARATION IT WOULD ABIDE BY UN CHARTER 
AND HE EXPRESSED HOPE IT WOULD ALSO RECOGNIZE JUST CLAIMS 
OF THOSE WHO HAD SUFFERED AS RESULT OF ACTIONS OF NAZI

SECURITY COUNCIL - CUBAN COMPLAINT AGAINST CHILE 

COUNCIL HEARD 12 FURTHER STATEMENTS ON CUBAN COMPLAINT 
SEPT. 18 AND SIX RIGHTS OF REPLY. IN FINAL REPLY, CUBAN REP 
ASKED FOR INVESTIGATION OF CUBAN SHIP. PRES STATED HE HAD 
NO INDICATION AT THIS STAGE OF FURTHER SPEAKERS OR SPECIFIC 
PROPOSALS, THOUGHT IT PREMATURE TO FIX DATE FOR ANOTHER 
MEETING BUT WOULD BE AVAILABLE FOR CONSULTATIONS, AND AD- 
JOURNED SC AT 2:15 PM. 

INDONESIA, KENYA, SUDAN AND ALGERIA SPOKE OF NON-INTERVENTION 
IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF OTHER COUNTRIES. INDONESIA, AUSTRALIA 
AND KENYA POINTED OUT THEY HAD NO MEANS OF VERIFYING HIGHLY 
CONTRADICTORY VERSIONS GIVEN BY CUBA AND CHILE. IN ADDITION, 

SANI (INDONESIA) EXPRESSED CONDOLENCES ON DEATH OF PRES 
ALLENDE AND HOPED SITUATION IN CHILE SOON RETURN TO NORMAL. 
MCINTYRE (AUSTRALIA) SAID HIS GOVT FELT PROFOUND SHOCK AT 
VIOLENT OVERTHROW OF ELECTED GOVT AND TRAGIC DEATH OF 
PRES. HE R F.GR RETTED REPORTED INJURY OF CUBAN DIPLOMATS 
AND DAMAGE TO CUBAN SHIP AND SAID IT WOULD BE ENTIRELY 
DIFFERENT MATTER, ON EVIDENCE, FOR SC TO FIND CHILEAN ARMED 
FORCES GUILTY. ODERO-JOWI (KENYA) EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER

- US STATEMENT - 

SCALI DEPLORED RECENT INCIDENTS IN CHILE, INCLUDING DEATH 
OF PRES ALLENDE, REGRETTED BREAKDOWN OF CONSTITUTIONAL PROCESS 
THERE; AND STATED US "UNCOMPROMISINGLY" OPPOSED TO VIOLENT 
ACTION AGAINST DIPLOMATIC ESTABLISHMENTS AND MERCHANT SHIPPING 
IN INTERNATIONAL WATERS. QUESTION, HE ADDED, WAS WHETHER 
CUBAN ASSERTIONS FOUNDED ON FACT. HE NOTED ALL CUBAN DIPLOMATIC 
REPS SAFELY DEPARTED FROM CHILE BEFORE SC PRES WAS REQUESTED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONVENE MEETING. IT WAS LEGITIMATE TO ASK WHY CUBAN SHIP

SPOKESMAN" WOULD BE SATISFIED WITH UPI REPORT THERE HAD BEEN 
DISTINCT HOLES IN SHIP CAUSED BY BOMBARDMENT. ALSO, UPI 
REPORT SHOWED SHIP NOT CARRYING CARGO. IT WAS CYNICAL TO 
ACCUSE CUBA OF TRYING NOT DELIVER SUGAR. ALARCON SAID SCALI 
WAS ONLY REP SUPPORTING STORY OF REP OF MILITARY JUNTA,
